THREE KILLED WHEN PLANE 
FALLS INTO CHESAPEAKE BAY 


Body of One Man Recovered from 
Wrecked Ship Quarter Mile Off 
Bay Ridge, Md. 

By the Associated Press 

BAY RIDGE, Md., May 19.—The 
body of William C. Power, Washing- 
ton, D. C., was recovered froma sub- 
merged airplane which crashed into 
Chesapeake Bay late today. The 
United States Naval Academy was 
asked to send boats to search for 
the bodies of two other Washington 
men, Ralph Bangs and Malcolm 
Zahn, believed to have been in the 
plane also. 

The plane was identified, by num- 
bers, as the property of Bangs. Of- 
ficials communicated with Mrs. 
Bangs by telephone and were told 
that he, Power and Zahn took off 
from an airport in Alexandria, Va., 
during the afternoon. 

The ship, witnesses said, appar- 
ently went jnto a spin when the 
pilot made a turn. It plunged into 
13 feet of water, a quarter of a mile 
off shore. All but the tail and a 
part of one wing were submerged.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, May 19.—Striking swiftly just before sun up, 


the Bulgarian army today junked the constitutional Government and 
took control of the nation under a military dictatorship which was 
confirmed at once by royal decree. 


Whether King Boris, the 40-year- 
old monarch, who has the reputa- 
tion of being a fighter, was sponsor 
of the coup d’etat, or whether it 


was thrust upon him by the army, 
was not immediately apparent, even 
to the populace of Sofia. 

Whatever his original position, 
the King agulesced promptly to the 
new state of affairs, and signed de- 
crees which dissolved Parliament 
and put the new government, with 
Kimon Gueroguieff as Premier, in 
power. 

Members of the former cabinet 
were arrested and placed under 
guard as the soldiers seized the 
government. Reports that several 
hundred persons had been ed 
were heard. Soldiers were in abso- 
lute control of the situation, not 
only here ~ but in other cities 
throughout the country. Heavy 
guards were on duty at all public 
buildings and in the streets, and 
most of the populace remained in- 
doors. No disturbances were _ re- 
ported from any section of the na- 
tion. 

Evidence of Long Pianning. 

The blow was struck swiftly and 
effectively before dawn, and in the 
manner of its execution showed evi- 
dence of weeks of planning. Troops 
moved speedily from their barracks 
to all public buildings in Sofia, and 
took possession of every strategic 
point: Without hindrance. At the 
same time, garrisons in provincial 
cities were executing similar move- 
ments. 

In the time required for a brief 
military march through the streets 
to previously designated posts of 
duty the army was in control of the 
whole nation, from the premiership 
down to the mayors of villages. 

Soldiers went also to the Royal 

Palace, and soon King Boris was 
signing decree after decree setting 
up the new form of government. 
Some 30 documents had received 
his approval by noon. 
One report was that the first in- 
formation the King had of the 
movement was when soldiers sur- 
rounded his residence. Even if 
that was the case, the monarch 
did not hesitate long about giving 
his approval. 

In fact, the decrees, followed by 
a lengthy manifesto setting forth 
the objective of the new govern- 
ment as the creation of a disci- 
plined, orderly state, came 680 rap- 
idly that one theory was that they 
had been in the King’s hands long 
before the army struck. 

Pdrty Rule Called Failure. 

The manifesto described the new 
government as an “authority” ve- 
gime, “independent of political pas- 
sions.” There will not even be mu- 
nicipal elections, which have been 
a source of embarrassment to the 
government recently, because of the 
huge Communist vote piled up in 
them. 

Complete failure of the system of 
party government, the manifesto 
declared, sowed the seeds of trou- 
ble, demoralized the people, and 
hampered the normal functioning 
of the state.

explained, of “the general collapse 
of the democratic regime and con- 
sciousness of the necessity for end- 
ing a dangerous situation.” 

The Mayor of Sofia was dismissed 
from office as promptly as the na- 
tional government was thrown out, 
and the view was held that an en- 
tirely new set of local officers 
likely would be named throughout 
the country.

Arrests under the State and city 
liquor laws began here yesterday, 
when the State Liquor Supervisor's 
office brought a charge of viola- 
tion of the State law against Arno 
E. Stielberg and Jules Ross, whole- 
Sale liquor dealers, in room 1019 
Ambassador Building. 

The two men were summoned to 
the State Supervisor's office in the 
Mart Building. Deputy Supervisor 
Quellmalz questioned them, and 
called policemen, who took them in 
custody. They were released on 
bonds of $500 each, to appear June 
14 in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, before Judge Butler. 

The charge is that the dealers, 
operating under the firm name of 
Brennan, Stielberg & Ross, have 
not paid the required State taxes 
on liquor sold by them. These 
taxes, on a gallonage basis, are es- 
timated as amounting to $3600. 

At the instance of Excise Com- 
missioner Scullin, who urged them 
to leave the local liquor ordinance 
unchanged “until we see how it will 
work,” members of the Public Safe- 
ty Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen yesterday decided to defer 
action on a bill to repeal a section 
o. the ordinance requiring that ho- 
tel bars, except when operated in 
connection with a dining room, be 
on the ground floor. 

The bill was introduced last week 
by Alderman Lietchen of the Third 
Ward, Democrat, after it became 
known that Scullin had held up the 
license of the Coronado Hotel, be- 
cause of the “Coal Hole,” a bar, in 
its basement. Scullin suggested to 
Preston J. Bradshaw, one of the 
owners of the hotel, that the place 
be converted into a restaurant 
which would enable drinks to be 
served with food in connection with 
the bar. After the committee’s ac- 
tion yesterday, Scullin said three 
weeks had been given the hotel to 
make the changes if it desired to 
continue the “Coal Hole” in operu- 
tion. 


Police Enforcing Law. 

Enforcement of the city liquor 
ordinance was begun by the police 
at 7 a. m. yesterday. Scullin asked 
police to arrest persons operating 
liquor establishments who had not 
applied for licenses, as well as those 
who fail to observe the regulations 
requiring closing at midnight and 
on Sunday. 

Chief of Police McCarthy assigned 
two groups of three detectives each. 
to assist in making a round of the 
saloons. In addition, three detec- 
tives have been .assigned to Scul- 
lin’s offices, which has four in- 
spectors. 

Although the liquor ordinance re- 
quires all places selling liquor to 
have licenses, Scullin said yester- 
day he intended to be: lenient to- 
ward those who had shown their 
intent to comply with the law by 
filing applications for licenses. Of 
the 1012 applications issued, about 
775 have been filled out and re- 
turned to his office. 

At the committee meeting yester- 
day, Scullin made a vehement pro- 
test against the bill to change the 
regulations regarding hotel bars. 

‘Scillin on Basement Bars. 

“y see no reason to cut the Dill 
to pieces for one indicidual,” he 
declared. “Every hotel in town is 
complying in the law and.I can’t 
see why we should make an ex- 
ception in just one case. That is 
special privilege and as long as I 
am Excise Commissioner, there are 
going to be no special privileges to 
anyone, I don’t care who he is.

Prison 23 Years Ago for’

Walter Dipley, slayer of Stanley 
Ketchel, middleweight boxing cham- 
pion and one of the outstanding 
light heavyweights of his time, was 
paroled today by Gov.

CHICAGO, May 19.—A disas- 
trous fire today wiped out 42 
blocks in the Stock Yards and ad- 
jacent territory. The loss is es- 
timated at $10,000,000. 

Three persons are reported miss- 
ing, and at least 500 persons were 
treated for injuries,.a few of them 
serious. Among the injured are 
36 firemen. About 1200 persons 
were made homeless by the fire. 

Dynamite used by firemen de- 
stroyed several buildings in the 
path of the fire and was effective 
in checking it. At 7:30 p, m., 
four and a half hours after the 
fire started, Fire Marshal Corri- 
gan declared the fire was under 
control. 

Big Packing Houses Escape. 

Starting apparently from a 
carelessly tossed cigarette near the 
western end of the stockyards the 
fire was carried by a strong south- 
west. wind across Halsted street 
into a residential and commercial 
neighborhood. It spread with such 
rapidity that, within an hour after 
the first alarm, it ragéd uncon- 
trolled over an area a mile square. 
The large packing houses, which 
are situated west of the point at 
which the fire started, were not 
damaged. About 13 major build- 
ings and between 75 and 100 
rooming ho e6, bungalows, stores 
and apartment houses were dam- 
aged or destroyed.

GENEVA, May 19. — The League 
of Nations today dispatched cables

on warring Paraguay and Bolivia. 
The cables were sent by the 
council’s Chaco committee imme- 


diately after the Council unani- 
mously had adopted a_ resolution 
to take steps designed to put an 
embargo into effect at’ the earliest 
possible moment. Delegates of the 
warring republics sat in silence 
while the ac was taken. 
The cables suggest the countries 
withhold materials of war of every 
kind from the two South Ameri- 
can nations and thereby force them 
to stop their jungle conflict. 
Cables were sent to all the coun- 
tries that were members of the 
1933 council, which first discussed 
the embargo. These are Great 
Britain, France, Italy, Germany, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Norway, 
Spain, China, Mexico, Panama, 
“Guatemala and Ireland. 
U. 8. Is on List. 
In addition, queries went forth 
to nations elected to the council of 
1934 and countries mentioned by 
other states as nations whose co- 
operation is necessary for an ef- 
fective embargo. These are Den- 
mark, Australia, Belgium, Canada, 
the United States, Finland, Lith- 
uania, Luxemburg, Holland, Portu- 
gal, Sweden, Switzerland, Jugo-Sla- 
via and Uruguay. 
A third group to which cabies 
were sent takes in countries border- 
ing on the warring nations. It con- 
sists of Argentina, Brazil, Chile and 
Peru. Their help is considered nec- 
essary to prevent the transit of 
arms. 
An official communique issued to- 
night said the cablegrams asked 
the countries concerned if they 
were prepared to prevent exporta- 
tion or re-exportation from their 
territories of arms, planes or plane 
motors or parts, ammunition or any 
other war instruments and mate- 
rials. i 
The exportation barrier would ap- 
ply only to shipments intended ‘for ' 
Paraguay or Bolivia. It would af- 
fect both Government and. private 
shipments and would include enter- 
prises by either nationals or for- 
eigners.

WASHINGTON, May 19.—Slack- 
ening in the rate of advance in 
production and trade was registet- 
ed in April and the first half of 
May, with some basic fields .of 
activity showing declines, accord- 


ing to the monthly report of the 
Conference of Statisticians in In- 
dustry ‘of the National Industrial 
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Conference Board, made public to-| : 


day. Commodity prices weakened 
in April, but a moderate upturn 
was recorded in the first half of 
May. 

The report states that productive 
activity in general showed a net 
gain during the six weeks’ period, 
but declines of a more than sea- 
sonal nature in some lines were 
recorded. 

Automobile ‘production ‘ continued 
to increase in April and ‘there is 
some indication that output in May 
will equal the April total. Building 
and engineering contracts awarded 
fell off sharply after a steep rise 
during March. Iron’ and steel pro- 
duction continued .to expand con- 
trary to the seasonal trend. Bitum- 
inous coal production underwent a 
serious setback, much greater than 
the normal seasoral decline. 

Production of passenger cars and 
trucks in April in the United States 
and Canada was estimated at 365,- 
000 units. This total wads an in- 
crease of 4 per cent over March 
and 93.per cent over April, a year 
ago. During the first four months 
of this year\ 1,127,110 units -were 
produced as compared with 557,235 
during the same period last year, 
an increase of 102 per cent. 

Steel production continued to ex- 
rand in April, making the fifth 
consecutive monthly increase. Total 
output in April was 2,935,600 gross 
tons, and averaged 117,426 gross 
tons per day of operations. The 
increase in average daily output of 
13.3 per cent over that in March 
brought the April level 115.4 per 
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Webster Groves. 


cent above that of April, 1933 and 
only 8.4 per cent below the recent 
peak in July, 1933. 

Building and engineering con- 
struction fell off. sharply in all 
classes this month. The April total 
of contract awards in 37 states east 
of the Rocky Mountains amounted 
to $131,414,000 as against $178,346,- 
000 for March. The April total was 
26.3 per cent below the total for 
March but was 132.3 per cent above 
the level of April, 1933. 

Residential building also declined 
considerably though not as much 
as construction as a whole. The 
April total of $22,770,000 was 19.0 
per cent under the March level and 
18.9 per cent above the level of 
April,.1933. The decline during the 
month followed an increase in 
March of nearly 100 per cent. 

Production of bituminous coal de 
clined sharply in April, and was 
estimated at 24,977,000 net tons.

BY HOME: GARDENERS 


Variety of Blooms at Horticul- 
tural Society’s Exhibit .at 
Shaw’s Garden. 


Spare-time gardeners, growing 
flowers for pleasure, are dispiaying 
about 800 entries of their floral pro- 
ductions at the St. Louis Horticul- 


tural Society’s annual spring flower 
show at the display house in Shaw’s 
Garden. 

. The exhibition, a study in variety, 
which opened yesterday, will be on 
display from 9 a, m. to sunset to- 
day. 

Special awards were won by Sig- 
nal Hill residents of the East Side, 
Dr. C. R. Conroy and Joseph Whit- 
nel, attorney. Both have received 
first honors before, Whitnel “with 
tree peonies and Dr, Conroy with 
rhododendrons. 

An exhibit by Dr. Conroy of 
rhododendrons, grown from _ seed, 
and the evolution of grafted stock, 
received the highest award in the 
show. It included a pot of plants 
barely a half-inch high, grown from 
seeds sown in September, 1933, 
which he predicted would bloom in 
four years. 

Another -line of development dis- 
played the grafted plant, using na- 
tive’ rhododendron as an under 
stock. It showed the plant in the 
process of growth at various stages 
from six months to two and: one- 
half years. The end ofthe pro- 
cess was demonstrated with seven 
cut blooms, pale pink, lavender and 
deep red, from his own’ grafted 
stock. 

Whitnel won seven firsts, 10 sec- 
onds and three thirds in different 
varieties of iris. An unnamed seed- 
ling of the beared variety with 
deep purple falls and lighter shad- 
ed standards, which he pollinated | 
and raised from a seed, took second 
honors in the show. Another of his 
seedlings of lavender color with a 
gold-dust sheen, was awarded third 
in the iris class. A new iris, with 
bronze standards and purple falls, 
developed by F.. W. Keene, was sec- 
ond in the iris class. 

Mrs. James F. Williams of Osage 
Hills, who had 75 entries in the 
show, won the highest number of 
awards with nine firsts, 14 seconds 
and 14 thirds. C. B. Fall of Web- 
ster Groves led the rose contestants 
with seven firsts, 10 seconds and 
three thirds. Peonies exhibited by 
E. F. Nolte of Webster Groves took 
three firsts and a second. | 

There are hundreds of perennials 
and annuals, including scarlet and 
‘orange Oriental poppies, with ink- 
black centers, several displayed by 
Mrs, Samuel W. Fordyce, being. 
eight inches wide. Dainty blue for- 
get-me-nots, lemon lilies, ; colum- 
bine, larkspur and dianthus also 
won ribbons.

Crane will preach, and Father Head 
will officiate, 

In the 60 years since he came 
here from County Roscommon, Ire- 
land, Father Head has seen 5&t. 
Louis grow from a city of 100,000 
the third city of the United States, 
to eight times that population, sev- | 
enth in the census list. . 

Life in Missouri, 

Father Head recalls events of his 
early life in St. Louis and _ rural 
Missouri. 

“When I came to St. Louis,” he

Louis an archdiocese. The Rev. Pe- 
ter Kenrick was made archbishop 
with the line of demarcation be- 
tween Baltimore and St. Louis the 
Alleghenies.

“On Easter Sunday of 1887 I ded- 
icated a church at Wellsville to the 
mystery of the Resurrection, it 
was the only Church of the Resur- 
rection in America until 1907, when 
one appeared in the Bronx. Now 
there-is no large’ city without its 
Church of the Resurrection. 

“In 1888 I went to the Church of 
the Annunciation, where I remained 
until I became pastor of St. Col- 
ombkille’s in 1914. While I was at 
Annunciation I was almost killed 
in the cyclone of 1896. The only 
thing that saved my life was the 
strong fireplace and chimneys that 
kept the rectory from being entire- 
ly destroyed when one of the two 
church steeples with their heavy 
belis fell on the house.

New Buick ‘‘40” | ‘ 
Proves Exceptional 


Performance in Test 


Acceleration, Power and Hill Climb- 
ing Ability Combined With 
Riding Ease. 

Phenomenally swift starting and 
acceleration were shown by one of 


the new Buick Series “40” sedans, 


the $795 and up line added to the 
regular Buick series, in a_ test 
Wednesday. 

The car was throttled down to 10 
miles per hour in high at the foot 
of Art Hill, in Forest Park, and 
went over the top at 40 m. p. h. It 
was slowed to a walk, to a crawl, in 
high, and picked up on the grades 
with surprising smoothness and 
celerity. Its “getaway” from a 
standing start was flashing.

A new ride 
stabilizer, at the rear end of the 
frame, just under the rear cross 
member, neutralizes the tendency to 
a twisting motion when one side of 
the car tends to rise faster than 
the other rounding, curves. 

Tires of the 16x6.25 size, carrying 
only 26 pounds air pressure, also 
contribute toward riding ease. Yet 
they are not so large as to affect 
the steering, which is surprisingly 
light and easy. 

The Buick “40” straight engine 
deevlops 93 horse power, and speed 
of the car is 85 miles per hour, 
at least. Reports are that speeds 
up to 92 miles per hour on the 
straightaway have been reached. 
Gasoline mileage, according to 
General Motors proving grounds 
tests, is reported as 21.2 miles per 
gallon at 20 miles per hour, 19 miles 
per gallon at 40, 16 at 50 miles per 
hour, 14.4 at 60, and 13 miles per 
gallon at 75 miles per hour.

OTTAWA, Ont., May 19. 
ANADIANS are. more hopeful today of 
sound business recovery than they have 
been for three years and they have im- 
pressive figures to substantiate their opti- 
mism. 

The “Physical Volume of Business,” the 
index relied upon as an economic barometer 
in Government circles, in April reached 94 
per cent of the®1926 average, whereas in 
April last year it was 69.8 per cent. In 
11929 this index reached as high as 140. The 
index of industrial production was 93 per 
cent last month’compared with 65 per cent 
in April, 1933. 

For the fiscal year ended .March 31, the 
‘Government had an ordinary deficit of $24,- 
100,000 as compared with an ordinary def- 
icit of $43,200,000 for the previous year. 

Delivering. his budget speech in the House 
of Commons last month, E, N. Rhodes, Min- 
ister of Finance, painted.a happy picture for 
the future. but cautiously neglected to pre- 
dict that the 1934-35 budget would balance. 
When a cabinet officer was reminded this 
week that Minister Rhodes had omitted the 
prediction, the officer replied, “I think if 
the Finance Minister were making his budget 
speech today, he would forecast a balanced} 
budget.”

Basic Reasons for 


Dominions Betterment. 


Recovery in Canada is based -on five prin- 
cipal factors, some of which are external. 
There has been the recovery in Great Britain 
and the later improvement in the United 
States, both of which have been reflected in 
Canadian export trade. The increase in the 
export trade has been accompanied by a 
moderate rise in prices which in turn has 
inspired the eonfidence required for future 
commitments... Canadian gold has increased 
about 40 per cent in value by. the devaluation 
of the American ddllar and this has been an 
important factor in enabling the Dominion 
to meet its external obligations amounting to 
more than $250,000,000 annually. Finally, 
the Canadian banking system withstood the 
depression without a banking failure, and 
has been a bulwark of Canadian economy. 
Although it is admitted here that the banks 
proved themselves hard creditors during the 
depression and probably forced the liquida- 
tion of some business houses that might have 
been saved, the depositors lost no money and 
their confidence ig the banking system was 
not impaired. The depositors’ regerve pur- 
chasing power .was saved. 

Although tke United States and Canada 
are alike in many superficial respects it would 
be misleading: to draw close comparisons be- 
tween the recovery programs of the two 
countries. Comparable in area, Canada has 
only 10 and a half million population, about 
one-twelfth that of the United States! Canada 
is still predominantly agricultural, is a debtor 
nation, and necessarily must ee heavily 
on its foreign trade. 


Export Trade Has 

Improved in * Year. 

About 30 per cent of its moveable prod- 
ucts go into export markets. Since the Ut- 
tawa conference. of 1932, it has been in- 
timately bound up in the British Empire.

The increases in these principal exports 


have made possible increasing imports during 
the. past 12 months. Government officials 
put great reliance on the imports of crude 
rubber, raw cotton and raw wool as indices of 
domestic business activity. Crude rubber im- 
ports increased from 2,496,000 pounds in 
March, 1933, to 7,640,000 pounds in March, 
1934; raw cotton increased from 6,374,000

The Canadian depression reached its lowest 
point in February, 1933, and the indices do 
not record the recovery as really starting un- 
til May and June ‘of last year. This may 
mean that Canadian prosperity is more de- 
pendent on recovery in the United States than 
in Great Britain.

What Col. Leake Dug Up at Stratoniceia. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NE of the edicts of the Roman Em- 

peror Diocletian, contained in an in- 
scription found some time since at Strat- 
oniceia by an archeologist, Col. W. M. 
Leake, might almost have been promul- 
gated today. A reading of portions of 
it is highly edifying to those who imag- 
ined that the New Deal possesses original 
elements for a program of economic re- 
demption. 3 

In its preamble, the edict dwells with 
great indignation on the greed and in- 
humanity of merchants, money changers, 
etc., and proceeds to fix prices throughout 
the Empire for all the necessaries and 
commodities of life, and to regulate the 
wages of laborers, artisans, teachers and 
others. The practical effects of this mas- 
ter code were disastrous. The restrictions 
laid upon commercial freedom and manu- 
facturing initiative caused a disturbance 
of the food supply. In non-productive 
provinces, many traders were ruined and 
not long afterward, in about A. D. 320, 
the edict fell into common disrepute and 
even non-observance, 

According to the record, the Diocletian 
program contained other familiar fea- 
tures. The Emperor was an inveterate 
and feverish organizer of governmental 
bodies like our present-day bureaus and 
commissions. Government by edict, rath- 
er than by constituted law, became the 
watchword in ancient Rome. One of the 
early fathers of the Christian ¢hurch, 
Lactantius, wrote that “many administra- 
tors and a multitude of inferior officials 
lay heavy tribute on each territory and 
almost on each city. There were also 
many conservators of different degrees, 
and deputies and administrators. To this 
there was added a certain endless pas- 
sion for building and, on that account, 
there were endless exactions. Here he 
built public halls, there a circus; here a 
mint and there a factory for making wea- 
pons of war.” 

The bureaucratic system which Diocle- 
tian thus inaugurated failed altogether to 
remove existing economic evils and only 
aggravated certain others. The already 
over-burdened financial resources of the 
Empire were strained still further by the 
increased expenditures for building. “This 
gigantic bureaucracy of the fourth cen- 
tury proved an intolerable waste in the 
end upon the energies of the Empire,” 
concludes this interesting chronicle. 

The striking lesson to be gleaned from 
this experience of an ancient civilization, 
embalmed in the archives of recorded 
history, will not be lost on the majority 
of intelligent American citizens.

England’s Consumer Societies. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
A LETTER from E. C. B. suggests that 
our economic problems could be solved 
by making business pay only 6 per cent 
on actual invested tangible capital, and 
dividing any excess equally among labor, 
management and capital. No doubt, such 
a plan would be of some benefit; but 
why not rebate the entire earning in ex- 
cess of 6 per cent to customers in pro- 
portion to their purchases? 

The consumers’ co-operative societies 
in England operate on this plan (of pay- 
ing dividends to customers), and do an 
annual business of about one and one- 
half billion dollars. In many cases, stock 
in these societies is such an excellent in- 


’ vestment that they can get the capital 


they need at a lower rate than 6 per cent. 

, Of course, organization of and member- 
ship in these organizations is ‘entirely 
voluntary and non-political. However, 
a@ good part of the recovery in England 
can probably be attributed to the exist- 
ence of these societies. 

In the United States, there are about 
1500 organizations operating on’ the con- 
summers’ co-operative plan. So far, they 
are smal] when compared to the profit- 
making giants; but they have grown con- 
siderably during the depression, while 
profit-making businesses have mostly de- 
clined, EDGAR L. METZGER.

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Secretary of Labor Perkins told the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee yesterday that the administration's 
housing bill was “one of the most essential features 
of the recovery program.” She estimates that, if the 
housing program were reasonably successful, a mil- 
lion men might be re-employed in the building trades. 
Industrial revival in 1922 was brought about by 
commercial and industrial building, by automobile 
industry expansion, by installment selilng. None of 
these possibilities now presents itself. In housing 
alone is there visible promise of major expansion. 

The hope for housing lies, in part, in the indus- 
trialization of construction. Home-building, alone 


handicraft. Houses are made to order. Materials are 
cut and fitted on the job. High construction costs 
place new homes far beyond the reach of the aver- 
age pocketbook. 

If home-building is to expand, it must bring costs 
and prices within the limits of the moderate income. 
It can do this if it will cease exclusively to serve 
the classes and undertake to build for the masses. 
This means it must adopt tke principle of quantity 
production and assembly of standardized interchange- 
able parts which characterize other great industries. 

There are no technical obstacles to the industrial- 
ization of housing. Industry, proceeding along the 
traditional lines of competitive production for pri- 
vate profit, can do this if it will. 

Economic obstacles remain. Land costs too much, 

taxes are too high. Financing is too expensive. Craft 
unionism impedes efficiency and boosts costs. The 
prospective fabricators of mass housing units, if they 
are alive to their interests, will fight these things. 
They will insist that the burden of local taxation be 
increasingly shifted from improvements on the land 
to the value of the land itself, so that speculative 
withholding may be penalized and improvement en- 
couraged. They will urgé that financing costs be cut 
by the creation of more private and pubHe agencies 
which will make credit more readily available, pare 
ticularly through establishment of institutions for 
rediscount of sound mortgage paper, and such plans 
as. Mr. Roosevelt urged in his message to Congress 
last week, They will support every movement which 
would promote the organization of labor on an .in- 
dustrial rather than a craft basis. 
_ Complete realization of these reforms, however, 
would not suffice to solve the problem. Consider- 
able numbers have incomes so low that no conceiv- 
able amount of mere industrialization in housing 
can supply them with living quarters which they 
can afford either to buy or to rent at prices which 
will yield a commercial profit. To house these peo- 
ple decently, society must do more than remove ex- 
isting obstacles to private building. It must take af- 
firmative action to stimulate new construction. 

Non-commercial, large-scale housing may be pro- 
vided by industrial establishments for the care of 
their own workers, by charitable foundations, by co- 
operative associations and by limited dividend cor- 
porations. There are excellent examples of each of 
these types of housing in the United States. 

Even this type of encouragement has its limits. 
Industrial housing obviously applies only to a re 
stricted group of factory employes, and appears large- 
ly as a by-product of industrial decentralization. 
CHaritable building is necessarily limited to the 
amount of charity which is forthcoming, and that 
can never be large enough to fill the need. Co-op

Low interest loans to co-operatives and limited 
dividend companies are good as far as/they go. Such 
efforts are to be encouraged. But it must be recog: 
nized that, at their best, living quarters provided 
in this way must still be rented at figures which 
the present slum dweller cannot afford to pay. 

All these activities taken together will not clear 
the slums, The most direct attack which can be made 
upon the slum is to purchase and demolish tenement 
and other sub-standard dwellings. Slum clearance 
makes a strong social appeal. It is to this task that 
Federal housing authorities have devoted a major 
part of their energies. . , 

But slum clearance alone, unfortunately, serves 
merely to make a bad situation worse. It drives 
slum dwellers into surrounding areas, increasing 
congestion, raising rents and enhancing realty values 
there. By reclaiming blighted areas, it so increases 
the price of adjacent land as to render the cost of 
further public improvement well-nigh prohibitive. 
Most slum structures stand on costly land. New build- 


rehtals which will exclude the very people who most 
desperately need to be rehoused. 

In the last analysis, if our society is ever to house 
the lowest quarter of its population in decent quar- 
ters, the Government itself must build. Vienna did 
it; London is doing it; America could do it with 
equal success. Public housing of this sort in no way 
competes with private commercial housing, for it is 
designed to accommodate a section of the popula- 
tion which eommercial builders cannot conceivably 
hope to serve. If public authorities were to build

Society must plan both for the community as a 
whole and for the distant future. It must work 
toward a new prosperity in which“all its constituent 
groups—workers, manufacturers and realty owners 
alike—will profit. 

Industrialization of home building, tax reform, 
labor reform, improved private credit facilities, ex- 
tension of public credit and direct public construc 
tion—these are the means by which America may 
be more decently housed and prosperity regained. 
The President has made a start in the program he 
has laid before Congress. It is unthinkable that a 
nation as great as ours will long permit its people to 
live in crime-breeding shims; in insanitary, over- 
crowded, dilapidated homes. It would be tragic for 
us longer to allow our resources to go to waste, our 


erative housing can be built only by co-operators, 


labor to remain idle, in the face of such crying neéed. 


There has been so much destruction and restriction 
of crops in efforts to solve agriculture’s problems, 
while thousands of needy, as well as many of the 
farmers themselves, remain in want, that it must be 
a relief to Washington authorities to confront an 
old-fashioned emergency for once, to which rational 
remedies can be applied. The drouth situation in 
some of the Central and Western states is such an 
emergency as was known in Bible times, and which 
alt stages of civilization have experienced. Crop 
failures, hungry farm animals, families deprived of 
the means to make a living are the results of na- 
ture’s failure to send sufficient rain. The means 
adopted by Federal authorities are of time-honored 
soundness: seed and feed loans, feeding hungry fam- 
ilies and their stock, planting other crops, providing 
relief work, buying up surplus farm animals, remov- 


ing inhabitants from the worst-hit regions. | 


An Old-Fashioned Emergency 


/ It is an old-fashioned economy of scarcity that the 


drouth area now presents. New crops are to be 
planted there, while crops are being restricted in the 
regions where an economy of plenty reigns. The sur- 
plus of the prolific regions just now would be a god- 
send to the parching Western country. Also, it would 
be speedily consumed all oVer the country were there 
sufficient buying power to make that possible. 
Strangely, our topsy-turvy economic system and 
our one-sided distribution methods find it simpler 
to deal with need than with bountiful production. 
Finding the elements usually propitious, we do not 
know how to utilize the blessings they send. When 
their bounty is withheld, we move in direct and hn- 
manitarian steps to right the situation. Will we some 
day adjust our system to serve the needs of plenty 
as successfully, so that “breadlines knee-deep in 
wheat,” to quote Norman Thomas, shall be unknown? 


A few days ago, United States Senator Patterson 
put on his specs and took a peep into the past. There 
sat Diocletian, elected on a platform of Novae Tabu- 
lae. Anglicized, this meant “new accounts,” Patter- 
sonized, it meant a Roman New Deal. This ancient 
monarch wrestled with human nature to establish a 
more enlightened economic order. But, says Patterson, 
he stubbed his toe on too many commissions, too much 
bureaucracy, too much taxation and a debased cur- 
rency. Worn out by heroic efforts to hoist human 
nature by its own petard, this noble soul sank into 
his grave a sad but wiser philosopher. 

Taking up our own field glasses, we see a few 
things the Senator overlooked. Diocletian was not 
interested in the public welfare. He was merely 
interested in overhauling the machinery for rev- 
enue with which to support his private villas, public 
temples and the imperial menage. He did not want 
these to suffer in grandeur while he could still 
squeeze taxes out of the people. 

If Roman history the Senator must have, we rec- 
ommend to his attention the Gracchi. It was these 
brothers who discovered by means of a census that 
2000 families owned Italy, lock, stock and barrel; that 
millions of people were chattels; that the ancient 
‘peasantry was housed in city slums, while effete 
wealth owned the countryside. Both were assassinat- 
ed for their interest in reform. 

Senator Patterson is not the first to see warnings 
in the past against efforts to restrain greed. One 
writer has resurrected the mummy of one Shen 
Tsung and argued that, since this powerful Chinese 
could not purge society of destructive acquisitiveness, 
the children of the Boones and Crocketts cannot 
do so. Another prophesies a sad fate for the New 
Deal after consulting a history of the Incas. 

But has not the wisest of modern historians said 
that the “greatest lesson which history has to offer 
is that it has no lesson for the present age’? Our 
conditions are utterly new. It would be as foolish for 
us to attempt to glean guidance for the great in- 
dustrial democracy of the United States from facts 
gathered about the petty Athenian of the

information about the workings of the turbine en- 
gines of the Leviathan. 

The fight for a fairer distribution of wealth is not 
the battle of yesterday. The problem of Roman Cali- 
gulas, Neros, Diocletians, Chinese Shen Tsungs and 
Incan Huayna Capacs was to protect a few from 
an equality of misery. Before the nineteenth century, 
no society would divide wealth without this calamity. 
The technical inability of past societies to create 
enough prosperity for all is perhaps some justifica- 
tion for reigns of robbers who fortified their privi- 
leged positions with devices ranging from despotism 
to feudalism. 

The liberals and conservatives of our day no long- 
er have the ancient quarrel. Our battle is the union 
of the strong and the weak against the caprices of 
a technological civilization. We do not seek to de- 
stroy the well-to-do, but to lift the masses to a plane 
upon which they can support our industrial civiliza- 
tion. Ours is the problem of how to control sinews 
of iron and steel whose united horsepower may make 
us all well-to-do. 

The amazing thing about the present depression is 
that, on the brink of disaster, every industry in the 
nation was operating much below its maximum ¢a- 
pacity. At the same time, our shelves ‘were stocked 
with workable inventions for multiplying this horse 
power. These were idle because we had not discov: 
ered how to control our economic machine when 
running far behind its speed. 

Deep down in the labyrinth of our vast economy 
lies the answer to this modern riddle. Its solution is 
the quest of the New Deal. At bottom, the Roose 
velt evolution is nothing more than the effort to co 
ordinate production and consumption. As conserva- 
tive an eConomist as Harold G. Moulton of the Brook- 
ings Institution has said ‘that our machine age can 
produce so much of everything that, if the system 
were let out, we could not conscript enough people to 
eat the food, wear the clothes or use the shelter,

NINE ETCHED FROM LIFE. By Emil 
Ludwig. (Robert McBride € Co., New 
York City.) 


Picat studies: n Emil Ludwig’s biograph- 


ical studies have been concerned only 

with great personalities of the past. In 
the present volume, as the title indicates, 
the lives and characters of nine contempo- 
raries are considered, The studies are di- 
vided into two groups under the headings, 
“Rulers of the People” and “Servants of the 
People.” The “rulers” are Lioyd George, 
Venizelos, Mussolini and Stalin. The “ser- 
vants” are Nansen, Masaryk, Briand, Rath- 
enau and Motta. 

The studies of Masaryk, Mussolini and 
Rathenau are the result of many “system- 
atic discussions” with the subjects over a 
considerable period of time. The study of 
Stalin is based upon a single interview, last- 
ing two hours. The others were known 
through occasional meetings. 

Of the nine, all but Nansen and Rathenau 
were “self-made” men. Judged for all- 
around humanness and richness of person- 
ality, the author seems inclined to place 
Masaryk and Nansen highest among the 
group, with Briand, Motta and Rathenau as 
close seconds. Stalin made a profound im- 
pression upon him, as of a cold intellect 
functioning deliberately and with the pre- 
cision of a fine machine. The study of Mus- 
solini, although sympathetic and not lack- 
ing in expressed admiration, closes: on a 
note of doubt. Lioyd George is seen as es- 
sentially naive; Venizelos as “big-minded, 
warm-hearted”; Briand as something of a 
mystic. 

It seems a pity that Hitler was not ad- 
mitted into the party; but in view of the 
public burning of the author’s books in Ger- 
many last year, he may well have felt that 
his comments on that subject might seem 
lacking in dignity. :

In his general remarks on the state of 
Europe as represented by these studies, Lud- 
wig. observes that “in the development of 
history, we often find two distinct phases 
which succeed each other and are of such 
a nature that they may respectively be 
called the masculine phase and the feminine 
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national problems will have been obliterat- 
ed. The victims (the people of all natiofis) 
will turn on their leaders and betrayers and 
will take from them the last remnants of 
that money and property around which the 
national conflicts | have raged.”

“We have seen that Tugwell’s 
basic prerequisites to a planned and 
controlled economy are control of 
prices, wages, production and the 
flow of capital. The NRA, the AAA, 
the Securities Act and the Stock 
Exchange bill, taken together and 
supplemented by the Government’s 
fiscal program, have already placed 
control in the harids of Govern- 
ment. The noose is over our head. 
Are we to permit it to be drawn? 

“There can be no doubt that un- 
der cover of the codes, prices are 
being fixed in a number of indus- 
tries, totally disregarding the fact 
that a system of price fixing in 
competitive industries starts a 
whole train of consequences that 
must end in destroying economic 
freedom and ultimately our form 
of government. 

“Under the Bankhead Law, it 
controls production directly even 
to the extent of limiting what an 
individual farmer may produce on 
his own farm. 

“Under the Securities Act and the 
so-called Stock Exchange Act, 
which goes way beyond regulation 
of the Exchange, the flow of cap- 
ital is brought under government 
control. 

“In spite of an immense volume 
of credit seeking use, the Securi- 
ties Act has created such a condi- 
tion that it has become necessary 
to turn to the Federal Reserve 
Banks for working capital for in- 
dustry. The law as originally pags- 
ed was so thoroughly bad that it 
had to be modified, but’ not for a 
minute is Professor Tugwell’s con- 
ception of the control of the flow 
of capital by government relin- 
quished. It takes a new form in 
the so-called “Stock Exchange Bill.” 
In effect, the four hundred and 
eighty thousand corporations in the 
United States, and any new ones 
that might be created, cannot ob- 
tain capital through the sale of se- 
curities through brokers or dealers 
except under such rules and regula- 
tions as the Washington bu- 
reaucracy may set up. The issuing 
of securities means acquiring and 
making use of credit—and what 
Tugwell’s philosophy contemplates 
is to put the control and alloca- 
tion of credit into the hands of 
government, 


What Happened Without Debate.

During the same pe- 
riod, manufacturing production in- 
creased by 41.7 per cent, mineral 
production by 13.7 per cent, and to- 
tal industrial production by 38 per 
cent. 

“These figures are of striking sig- 
nificance when compared with sim- 
flar figures for the United States.

Canada, Too, Seeks Greater Buying 
Power. 


Stevens, Minister of Trade and 
Commérce, believes that the gen- 
eral purchasing power can be raised 
if the farmer’s income is increased.

If the natural products market- 
ing bill, how up for debate in Par- 
liament, is enacted, it will be one 
of the most far reaching pieces of 
legislation ever written into Do- 
minion law. It defines a natural 
product as “any product of agri- 
ge or the forest, sea, lake, riv- 
er and any article of food or drink 
wholly or partially manufactured 
or derived from such a product,” 
The bill does not include minerals. 

The pending bill provides for a 
marketing board with power to reg- 
ulate when, how and in what quan- 
titi-- and qualities the natural prod- 
ucts may be marketed; to compen- 
sate persons for losses sustained 
by exporting, storing or withhold- 
ing products from the market and 
to compensate persons for losses 
due to d3zpreciations when products 
fare ordered shipped to a country 
whose currency is depreciated. The 
board may grant or lend money for 
the construction or operation of fa- 
cilities for preserving, storing or 
conditioning of regulated products. 
The measure is phrased in the wid- 
est terms und does not designate 
what Minister shall administer the 
act, who shall constitute the board, 
how long members shall serve, or 
their compensation.

HIS is not a plea for happy 
T endings and yet the makers of 

“Manhattan Melodrama” have 
stretched things so far in bringing 
about a cheerless finish that an oth- 
erwise absorbing, if always impossi- 
ble film, is practically ruined for a 
greater part of the customers. And 
that is too bad for any picture 
which boasts a cast containing 
Clark Gable, Myrna Loy, William 
Powell, Leo Carrillo, George Sidney 
and Nat Pendleton is certain to 
attract plenty of fans, and sending 
them away disappointed won’t help 
the game along at all. You see 
Gable and Powell are sorter foster 
brothers, having been rescued from 
the burning excursion steamer, Gen- 
eral Slocum, and raised together bv 
good old George Sidney, who lost 
his own son in the disaster. Powell 
grows up to be a fine, outstanding 
man, becomes District Attorney and 
Governor of the State of New York. 
Gable is successful, too, but along 
other lines. He is a big shot among 
the gamblers in the metropolis and 
among his other possessions is the 
lovely Miss Loy. He and Powell are 
such good friends, however, that 
when the latter ups and marries 
Myrna, Clark forgives and forgets 
out of hand. By that time good boy 
Bill is the D. A. and running for Al 
Smith’s job. To help the campaign 
along, Clark shoots and kills a man 
who might have blocked the elec- 
tion. What does Bill do then? Well 
nothing but convict his foster 
brother of murder, get elected to sit 
in Albany and, when the time for 
the execution rolls arourd he makes 
only a last minute and very half 
hearted attempt at a pardon and 
lets Clark, smiling to the last, go 
to the chair. It just couldn't have 
worked out that way even if the 
rest of the picture could have been 
true, and with all of the sympathy 
being built up, painstakingly, for 
Gable, the audience simply won't 
believe their eyes when he is put on 
the hot spot.

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Walter Damrosch 
To Lead a Great 
Saengerfest Here 


ROGRAMS for the five concerts 
p of the thirty-eighth National 

Saengerfest to be held at the 
Arena May 31 and June 1 and 2 in 
three evening performances and two 
matinees, have been completed by 
Walter Damrosch, internationally 
known, orchestra conductor, and 
provide a wide variety of music. 

The personnel of the Saengerfest 
in St. Louis this year consists of + 
massed chorus of 4000 trained male 
voices which have been in constant 
rehearsal for more than a year un- 
der the conductors of the North 
American Saengerbund, a nationa) 
musical institution founded 85 years 
ago to maintain in America the age- 
old European tradition of the cul- 
ture of choral music of all forms, 
both religious and secular. These 
Saengerfests beginning in the East, 
in New York, Philadelphia and 
other seaboard cities, were held 
every two or three years and the 
festival scheduled fer St. Louis at 
the end of this month is the thirty- 
eighth of the now famous series. 
The previous St. Louis event was 
celebrated in the spring of 1903 in 
the then just completed Palace of 
Industrial Arts in the World Fair 
grounds. 

In order to give the St. Louis 
event the proper local co-operation 
and color, 2000 children from the St. 
Louis public and parochial schools 
will take part in the matinee con- 
certs of Friday, June 1, and Satur- 
day, June 2.

In counting the cost of motion pictures the public generaliy 
loses sight of all expenditures except the salaries of the players, ¢j 
rectors and artisans involved in the process of making pictures, Peg 
realize that for every foot of finished negative a substantial amouy 
of raw material has been consumed. 

Take one item—rags. During the past year the Warner Bry 
studio bought 355 bales of rag 
17,750 pounds of them in all, 4 
most 300 pounds of rags per pic. 
ture for the use of painters, th 
cleaners, the decorators and oth. 
‘ers who use the lowly commodity 
in their work. 

The laboratories used 67,3 
galions of distilled water and th 
studio employes drank 75,0% 
gallons of bottled spring Water, 
two items which are not ofty 
considered when figuring “roug) 
ly’ the cost of pictures. 75,0 
gallons is a lot of water for fil 
folk to drink, but maybe they dj 

During the past year at om

buy 15,007 electric lamps, vary.

5000 watts. The 5000 watt lam 
is.a big one, giving light enoug 
to illuminate at least three aver 
az@ homes.

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HOME LOAN BOND - 
CONVERSION RULING 


Board Says Privilege of Ex- 
change Is Not Available If 
Series Are Redeemed. 


The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board issued the following state- 
ment to correct misunderstanding 
and confusion which resulted from 
its: announcement relative to con- 
version of the outstanding 4 per 
cent bonds of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation. 

“The Home Owners’ Loan Act of 


authorizes the corporation to ex- 
tend the right to holders of the 
corporation’s 4 per cent bonds, 
which are guaranteed by the 
United States as to interest only, 
to convert the same during a per- 


iod of six months, up to and includ- 
ing Oct. 27, 1934, for an equal face 
amount of the new Series “A” 3 
per cent bonds, guaranteed as to 
both principal and interest. 

“The wording of the recent 
amendment to the act in this re- 
gard is permissive rather than 
mandatory. Under the terms of the 
original act as passed a year ago, 
the board has authority to call the 
4 per cent bonds on giving 30 days 
notice previous to any interest 
date. The next interest date is 
July 1, 1934. It has therefore been 
necessary for the board to pass a 
resolution covering the holders’ 
rights to conversion. The resolu- 
tion takes into account the fact 
that the privilege of such exchange 
would automatically cease prior to 
Oct. 27 in case the 4 per cent bonds 
are called for redemption as of 
July 1. 

“Should the bonds be called for 
redemption as of that date, public 
notices of such redemption must be 
made not later than May 31, 1934. 
“The board has so far made no 
decision as to whether the out- 
standing 4 per cent bonds will be 
called for payment on July 1. It 
takes this \opportunity to advise 
holders of such bonds that the 
conversion privilege is not neces- 
sarily available for the entire six 
months cited in the act. It may 
terminate as of June 30, 1934. 

“If, before May 31 the board does 
not give public notice calling the 
bonds for payment on July 1, then

Home Loan Corporation Tells Who | 
~ Can Get Modernization Advances 


Applicant Must Be in Financial Distress to 
Obtain Such Aid, Federal Agency 
Says in Circular. 


Many requests for repair and re- 
modeling loans have come to the 
offices of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation from persons who have 
misunderstood the purpose of the 
recent amendment to the Home 
Owners’ Loan Act. While the cor- 
poration is empowered to allot up 


‘to $200,000,000 of its total refinanc- 


ing appropriation for repairs and 
modernization of homes, this money 
can be lent only to home owners 
who are in actual financial distress. 
To correct this misapprehension 
a circular has been printed for dis- 
tribution to applicants in all offices 
of the Home Owners’ Loan Corpor- 
ation throughout the country. The 
circular says: 

“There seems to be a rather gen- 
eral impression that the recent 
amendment passed by Congress 
empowers the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation to Jend money to all 
home owners who desire to recon- 
dition their property. This is in- 
correct. The corporation is author- 
ized to lend money for recondition- 


ying only to home owners in fi- 


nancial distress, and in most cases 
only in connection with its refi- 
nancing operations. The corpora- 
tion may make loans to the follow- 
ing groups of home owners: 

“1, Those who have already ob- 
tained loans from the corpora- 
tion. . 

“2. Those who are eligible to 
have their mortgages taken over 
by the corporation. 

(To be eligible, a home owner 
must be financially unable to 
make payments on his present 
mortgage, unable to obtain fi- 
nancing elsewhere, and actually 
faced with foreclosure or tax 
sale; the property must. be a 
dwelling for not more than four’ 
families, worth not more than 
$20,000, and must be the owner’s 
home or homestead.) © 

“3. Those who own their homes 


clear of any mortgage; but only 
if they cannot get loans from any 
private lending agency. 

“Thus the corporation is author- 
ized to make Joans for recondition- 
ing only to those home owners who 
are in some form of credit distress. 
Furthermore, practically all loans 
for reconditioning will be in addi- 
tion to loans for refinancing mort- 
gages. 

“Applications for loans for recon- 
ditioning or refinancing from those 
who are not eligible cannot be con- 
sidered. Home owners who are not 
in credit distress are urged, there- 
fore, not to apply.”

ASKS TO HAVE DAMAGE SUIT 
AGAINST RAILROAD REINSTATED 


Arthur Trader of Yarrow, Me. 
,Charges Fraud by Attorney in 


A motion to set aside a stipula- 
tion dismissing the $65,000 damage 
suit of Arthur Trader of Yarrow, 
Mo., against the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad Co. was tak- 
en under aavisement yesterday by 
Circuit Judge Landwehr. The stip- 
ulation was signed by Trader, with 
Douglas W. Robert, attorney for 
the company, concurring. 

Trader, in his motion, charges 
fraud on, the part of an attorney 
who said he had been sent to him 
by his attorneys of record, Charles 
L. Moore and H. Clair McGinnis, 
for the purpose of getting him to 
agree to accept $3000. He said the 
attorney, who was identified in the 
testimony yesterday as Wilson 
Noell, told him the suit was without 
merit, but nevertheless the compa- 
ny was willing to make an adjust- 
ment. 

Accordingly, Trader accompanied 
the attorney to Chicago last April 
19, his motion recites, and settled 
the case. It was stated he received 
$2200, the remainder being indofsed 
to Noell. 

Moore and McGinniss said the 
first knowledge they had of the set- 
tlement was on May 10, when they 
met their client at Kirksville, Mo. 
They charged that the settlement 
was effected through a conspiracy 
with the defendant. The claim 
agent who negotiated the settle- 
ment said he supposed that Noell 
was authorized to handle the mat- 
ter and that . the plaintiff had 
changed lawyers. 

Wilson Noell, it was stated, had 
no authority from the plaintiff's law 
firm and has no connection with it.

ERMANY AND ITALY AGREE 
ON NEED FOR ARMS TREATY 


Accord by Hitler Envoy and M 
solini Reached at Unexpected 
Conference in Rome. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, May 19.—Premier Mus- 
Olini and Chancellor Hitler are in 
“agreement on the necessity of ar- 
ving at a disarmament treaty,” an 
pfficial communique announced to- 
iay after Mussolini had conferred 
vith Gen. Joachim von Ribbentrop, 

Prman disarmament envoy. 

The visit here of Gen. von Rib- 
bentrop was regarded in diplomatic 
ircles as an indication that Ger- 
many and Italy may join. in 
strong effort to prevent breakdown 
Df the disarmament conference.

He had time for just a glimpse of 
white teeth and smiling lips and a moment's look into dark, 
seductive eyes. Then the casement closed, cutting off a murmur 
of soft laughter. 
Michael picked up the rose and went on his way. His heart was 
singing, but he walked more slowly, more thoughtfully. Something 
had happened to him in that brief meeting of eyes. Romance had 
lost its vagueness, romance had centered in the girl at the window. 
So young Michael Barada fell in love on a spring day in Paris 
So began the romance that was to send this youth of gentle 
birth from the gay luxury of the French court to a life 
of hardship in the New World and keep him roaming 
for ten years through the wilderness in search of a girl 
seen but for a moment. It was a romance that is 
now engaging, a hundred and fifty years later, the 
attention of the Congress of the United States. <A 
bill relating to the descendants of Michael Barada 
is now peading in the House of Representatives. 
@ The bill was introduced by Congressman Edgar 
Howard of Nebraska and the romance 1s officially 
told in the report made by the Committee on Indian 
Affairs which accompanied the bull. 
The day after: young Michael acquired a rose and 
lost his heart, he returned to the scene of his 
adventure. But there was no rose for him this time, 
no face at the window. The following day, when 
he had again failed to see the girl, he made inquiry 
of the owner of the house and learned her identity. 
She was an Indian who, with others of her race, had 
been brought to Paris by the French Government 
in order that the people of the capital might 
see the aborigines of America, and that these visit 
ing Indians, in turn, might, when they got home, 
spread word of the wonder and might of France 
among the tribes. 
The girl was Tae-Gle-Ha, or Laughing Buffalo. She 
was 17 years old, and had spent a year in the capital. 
All this information Michael gathered eagerly. Then 
came an additional fact which dealt his hopes a heavy blow. 
Tae-Gle-Ha had left Paris for America the day after he had seen her, 
just some 24 hours before he learned who she was. 
But the high-spirited Michael, after a short period of despondency, re 
fused to accept defeat from an outrageous fortune. .A few days later 
he, too, took ship for America to find Tae-Gle-Ha. 
In his impetuous ardor and ignorance of things American, young 
Barada had neglected to supply himself with certain data without 
which his quest would seem hopeless to any practical person. He 
didn’t know that the girl he sought was a member of the Oo-maha 
(now called Omaha). tribe, which was living in territory embraced 
by the present states of Wisconsin and Iowa. He didn’t know 
anything about the division of Indians in tribes or their respec- 
tive territories. He didn’t know anything about the geography 
of the country to which he was going. He didn't even know 
the port to which the Indian girl's ship had sailed. The 
port was New Orleans, from where Tae-Gle-Ha went up 
the river, through St. Louis, to her people in the North. 
Barada's, boat landed him in Montreal one day in the 
late 1780's. And it was only after many inquiries 
there proved fruitless that he realized how stu- 
pendous was the task he had undertaken: the 
finding of an Indian girl, tribe and habitat 
unknown, somewhere in the vast reaches of 
American forests and plains. 
But Michael was not deterred. He 
joined a band of trappers and 
went with them into Indian 
country, far from civili- 
zation.

In time he became 
skilled hunter and trapper and often 
ranged the wilds alone. Always he in- 
guired of Indians he met about Tae- @s 
Gle-Ha, Laughing Buffalo. 

_ He early discovered that in the Sioux 
tongue, the base of most of the northern 
and western Indian languages, “tae meant 
buffalo. This enabled him to narrow his 
search a bit, for when he came upon a tribe which 
had a different word for buffalo he knew it was useless to seck 
among them. 

Year after year the search went on. The callow, romanty 
youth became a lean, bronzed, self-reliant man, an expert, hard 
ened woodsman. France and his easy, frivolous existence there 
became a dim memory. But he held tenaciously to his purpose. 

On the shores of Lake Superior Barada met one day a band 


, of wandering Indians who told him of a tribe far to the south. 


some of whose members spoke French Ready to investigate 
everything that even remotely suggested a clew. the trapper turned 
southward, : 

In the Wisconsin country he found small bands of a tribe 
whose main body had moved westward. With the main body 
he was told, were Indians who could speak French: some had even 
been to France. Also, in the language of this tribe, tae was the 
word for buffalo. Barada, despite many disappointments, grew 
hopeful again and hastened on. He crossed the Mississippi and 
traveled down into what now is Iowa. ' 

Barada reached at last a village of the tribe of which he had 

been told, the Oo-mahas. As he passed before a skin 
tepee before which sat an old squaw, he heard her 
call to someone inside. The name she called wa: 
Tae-Gle-Ha. Barada stopped, waited. A young 
woman came to the door of the tepee and 
looked out. 
It was Laughing Buffalo, his lady of the rose 
His search was over. It had lasted 10 
years. 
Tae-Gle-Ha at 27 was still unmarried. It 
was not for lack of suitors. At the time of 
her visit to France she was considered the 
prettiest maiden of her tribe. And her 
family was influential; her brother, Wa- 
nu-ke-ga, was a chief of the Omahas. But 
her year's contact with white civilization 
made her unwilling to become the wife of 
an Indian brave. Perhaps, too, the look 
she had exchanged through a window with 
young Michael Barada one spring day in 
Paris had something to do with it. 
Two weeks after their second meeting she 
and Barada were married by an Indian cere: 
mony. Later the service was performed for 
them by a Jesuit priest. Barada became a mem: 
ber of the tribe. 
The Omahas moved, some time afterward, across 
the Missouri River into territory which is now Ne: 
braska. And in 1807, a few miles from where the city 
of Omaha now stands, a son was born to Michael 
Barada and Laughing Buffalo in the first house built 
by a white man in Nebraska. The boy was named Antoine. 
Within the next few years two girls were born to the couple. 

When Antoine was a small boy the family moved to St. Louis, 
journeying down the Missouri River on a flatboat. Antoine 
grew to manhood and returned to the Indian country as a trapper, 
maintaining headquarters, however, in St. Louis, the chief 
center of the fur trade in the United States. In 1836 Antoine 
married in Carondelet--then an independent community on the 
outskirts of St. Louis—Marcellite Vient, daughter of Jean Baptiste 
Vient. The ceremony was performed by Father Saulnier. The 
record of the marriage, written in French, appears in one of the 
old parish registers preserved at the Church of SS. Mary and 
Joseph in Carondelet. 

Some time afterward Antoine and his family moved to Ne 
braska, settling in Richardson County, where the town of Barada 
was named for him. He died in’1886 and is buried in the Barada 
cemetery. 

Antoine's son, Thomas Barada, is now the 
patriarch of the family. He and his wite 
live on a farm on the Omaha Reservation, near 
Rosalie, Nebraska. A few years ago they cele- 
brated their golden wedding anniversary. 

Thomas Barada never saw his grandfather, 
Michael, or his Indian grandmother, as they died 
before he was born. But he says he has heard 
his father tell the story of their romance. He 
remembers his father, Antoine, as a mighty 
man. “They used to say, he relates, 
“that. he was the strongest man west of 
the Mississippi. I have heard that

When news of this letter was first 
made public, there were those cynical 
enough to suggest that it was all the 
work of a press agent—proving once 
more that ancient China has not been 
slow to catch on to the Western de- 
vice of the public relations counsel. 

However, sober observers doubt 
very much that any press agent, how- 
ever energetic, would take such 
chances with the easily-aroused pas- 
sions of the fanatical Chinese patriots. 
Furthermore, while Miss Wu herself 
disregarded the whole affair, officials 
of the movie studios went nearly fran- 
tic over it, and did their best to hush 
up the news of the threats.

“Dial message registers are so de- 
signed that they cannot operate unless 
the distant telephone answers. The 
answer of the distant station is just 
as necessary to operate the register as 
is the turning of a switch to light an 
electric lamp. Inspection of the opera- 
tion of message registers is constantly 
carried on to insure their accuracy, 
and the most recent 100,000 inspec- 
tions made showed accurate operation 
in 998 cases out of each 1000. The 
net result was an under-registration, 
thus making the inaccuracy in sub- 
scribers’ favor.”’

When the founder of the Baker 
fortune was 7 years old, a clerk 
in Frankfort-on-Main, in Ger- 
many, entered on the birth reg- 
ister of the city the fact that a 
son, Jacob Henry, had been born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Moses Schiff on 
the morning of January 10, 1842 


HE Schiffs were merchants 

in a city of great Jewish 

banking houses. Under the 

same roof, but just a few doors 

down the street from the Schiffs 

was the ancestral home of the 
Rothschilds. 

After receiving a good educa- 
tion abroad, Jacob Schiff, at the 
age of 23, came to the United 
States the year the Civil War end- 
ed. His purpose was to study 
American banking methods, and 
the next 10 years he spent with 
various banking and brokerage 
houses, finally joining Kuhn, Loeb 
& Company in 1875. 

This world-famous banking 
firm may be said to have come 
into being’ almost accidentally. 
Two Cincinnati commission mer- 
ehants, Abraham Kuhn and Solo- 
mon Loeb, had been in the gen- 
eral merchandising business, often 
extending mercantile credits and 
thus becoming familiar with 4

phase of banking. They sold out 
their Cincinnati business in 1865 
and retired, coming to New York 
with the expectation of living 
comfortably on “interest money,”’ 
just as Baker’s Uncle John had 
done. 

But they were too energetic to 
enjoy any equivalent of rocking 
on the front porch, so in 1867 
they founded their private bank- 
ing firm, which was joined by 
Jacob Schiff in 1875, at the very 
time that George Baker had be- 
gun to flourish as president of the 
First National. It is admitted by 
all that it was Jacob Schiff who 
almost single-handed built up the 
banking house of Kuhn, Loeb 
from a small concern to a point 
where its.only rival) today in pow- 
er and prestige was the House of 
Morgan. 

Always maintaining strong Eu- 
ropean connections, Schiff was 
able to bring much European 
money into investments in United 
States railroads at a time when 
the carriers were enjoying their 
period of greatest development 
and growth. Hill and Harriman 
were the rail kings, but it was 
Schiff, and the firm in which he 
had become senior partner, that 
provided most of the revenue 
which enabled these railroad mon- 
archs to rule their domains. It is 
estimated that Kuhn, Loeb, singly 
or in syndicate, has offered more 
than $12,000,000,000 worth of se- 
curities, mostly railroad. 

In contrast to the taciturn Bak- 
er, Schiff was urbane and philo- 
sophical. Although contempora- 
ries, the two men never locked 
horns in financial combat, .and 
though occasionally they backed 


opposing forces there was never 
any conflict between them, and 
more often than not they acted 
in harmony in the _ interests 
of peace. 

When Jacob Schiff died in 1920, 
he left a fortune estimated at ap- 
proximately $34,000,000. His son, 
Mortimer Schiff, also a partner in 
Kuhn, Loeb, died in 1931, leaving 
a fortune estimated at $100,000,- 
000. The greater part of this was 
left to his only son, John Schiff. 
who also has inherited other large 
sums from other members of the 
family. | |

the little rural towns are still pret- 
ty primitive, and movie theaters 
are unknown in most of them. 

A good many of the films shown 
in China, naturally, are of Amer- 
ican manufacture. Some of them, 
especially those shown in the sea- 
ports, where Western influences 
are strongest, are the same films 
that American audiences’. see. 
Others are made exclusively for 
the Chinese trade, with Chinese 
actors and actresses. Two or three 
years ago a company was formed 
in San Francisco for this work; 
others are said to be in existence 
elsewhere. 

One odd quirk of the film situ- 
ation is the fact that films of for- 
eign manufacture are likely to be 
subject to a much stiffer censor- 
ship than are those of Chinese or- 
igin. And one of the big reasons 
for this is—the kiss. 

An American film man who 
traveled clear across China mak- 
ing movies, explains as follows: 

“You have no doubt heard that 
heroes and- heroines in Chinese 
pictures do not, kiss, as there is 
no such thing as a kiss in Chi- 
nese behavior.’’ 

As a result of this, the censors 
are apt to cut most of the kisses 
out of a foreign film. They don’t 
have that problem with films of 
native make, because the films 
contain no kisses. 

Incidentally, the film man quot- 
ed above casts an interesting 
sidelight on the general subject of 


the custom of kissing in China. 
“Although they don’t kiss in 
pictures,”’ he says, “I must admit 
that these Chinese girls have 
taken the importation rather seri- 
ously. In fact, many of them 
have made a study of it, and 
might give Hollywood girls a les- 
son in this particular diversion.”’ 
As a matter of fact, love-mak- 
ing in China does not suffer from 
the lack of kisses. The Chinese, 
proverbially clever, have a subati- 
tute for it which may seem ex- 
tremely mild to Westerners, but 
which seems to have satisfied the 
Chinese for many centuries.

The story of the eighteenth 
century romance of Michael Ba- 
rada and Laughing Buffalo has 
been brought to light by a Dill 
which Congressman Edgar How- 
ard of Nebraska recently intro- 
duced.
